Shout to the Lord 

Our Old Testament lessons speak directly to the singers in all of us! "Sing, O Daugh- 
ter of lion; shout aloud, . . .! Be glad and rejoice with all your heart, O Daughter of 
Jerusalem! The Lord has taken away your punishment. " Zephaniah promises so much, 
and what a tremendous time of the year for us to remember the Old Testament 
prophesies.
